THE CONVENTION.

The subject of native Americanism has
been before the Convention, on a motion
toa amend the 2nd Section, Article 4th, of
the Constitution, which savs that the, Gov-
ernor of the State shall be a notive born
citizenof the United States. Mr, Apple.
gate moved to strike out \his Section and
insert that to be Blipib‘g to the office of
Governor, should require a residence of
ten years in the IJ, 8. and five in the State
of Missouri. Anamendment to this amend-
mant, recuiring a residence in the United
States of 21 years and this 0, was voted
dovwn, Ayes 45—noes 18, Various other
amendments were proposed, discussed, and
voted down; and after debating the subject
through several days, the amendment pro-
posed by Mr, Applegate was adopted, ayes
50—noes 15.

On Wednesday, 20th ult, Mr. Hunter,
from the Committee on the Declaration of
Rights, reported that part of the present
constitution asit now stands, with a slight
alteration in the phraseology, without alter-
ing the sense. It was read and ordered
to a eecond reading.

Mr. Anderson, from the Committee on
Boundaries, submitted a report substan.
tially the same as that of our present con-
stitution. Ordered to a second reading.

Mr. Jones, of N, from the same com-
mittee, reported an ordinance to the Con-
gress of the U. 8,, proposing to exterd the
western boundary line so as to include the
Neosho river; which if assented to by
Congress, shall become the law of the
land. It was read and ordered to a second
reading.

On Thursday, 27th, Mr. C. F. Jackson,
chairman of the Committee on Banks and
Corporations, reported in substance as fol-
lows: Sec. 1. To prohibit in future the
creation, renewal or extension of a corpor-
ation with banking privileges or discount-
ing of paper. Sec. 2. Any corporation
created for municipal purposes or other-
wise, the stockholders shall hereafier be in-
dividually liable for its debts, &e. Sec. 8.
Prohibita any person from issuing bills,
bonds, notes, or any thing intended to cir-
culate as money. Sec. 4. No Bank shall
exist after 15t January, 1847, and directs
the Legislature following the period men-
tioned, to wind vp the present Bank of
Missouri, having due regard to the interest
of all concerned. The report states that
the State owns $000,000 in the Bank;
$675,000 of which belongs to the school
and seminary fund; the dividends declared
are only about 3 per cent.; these fundsit is
the duty of the Stale to protect,

Mr. Hunt, from the Judiciary commit-
tee, reported that the committee could not
agree upon a report—that they were
equally divided upon two propositions—
one was the present system of the Judi-
ciary, and the other the Nuit Prius sys-
tem—of constituting the circuit judges the
supreme court judges,

A communication was received from the
Auditor of Public Accounts, which was
read and referred to the Cummittee on
Legislative Power. The communication
sets down the first item of the State duln
to have been created on the 2d of Feb-
ruary, 1837, on the same day on which the
Bank charter was approved (which was

OF the remainder of said debt there are
bonds of the State outstanding for princi-
pal, on aceount of building of the Capitol,
$282,000; besides those bonds given to pay
the interest on said sum.

No part of the “present debt" has been
extinguished. Several iseues of bonds have
been cancelled, but the cancelling, so far
from lessening the Siate debt, in almost
every case, increased it.

On Friday, 28th, Mr. Pitt, from the com.
mittee on Elections, reported, that it ap-
pears from the credentials of members,
that all those now claiming their seats, are
entitled to the same,

The 4th article of the constitution was
then taken up, and the 3d, 4th, and 5th
sections, as they now stand in the constitu-
tion, were then adopted.

The 8th seetion, Mr. Hunt moved to
amend, that the Governor, by and with the
consent of the Attorney General, Auditor
and Treasurer, or any two of them,shall
have power to remit fines, forfeitures, and
except in cases of impeochment, to grant
reprives and pardons,

He offered this scction in lieu of the
section reported by the committee. He
thought the Executive and Judicial power
should be entirely separated, and not blend.
ed as the committee propose in this partic-
ular.

Mr. Welis of Cole, took the ground that
the supreme court would be the most prop-
er persons to act with the Governor, in
exercising the power proposed.

Mr. Forshey moved to strike out all afier
section 6, and insert, “that the Governor
shall have power, after conviction to remit
fines and forfeitures, and except in cases of
impeachment, to grant reprieves and par-
dons.”

Mr., Wright took ground in opposition
to lodging the pardoning power with the
cubinet officers of the Governor, or the su-
preme court. He was for lodging the
power in asingle hand—the chief execu-
tive officer. Ile was in favorof a slight
alteration in this section of our present
constitution—Governor shall only remit
fines, forfeitures, &c., afier judgment.

Various amendments were proposed in
reference to the militia system, all of which!
were lost, and a clause inserted vesting the
legislature with power to organize, govern
and dizcipline the militia,

Tuesday, the morning session was con-
sumed in offering various amendments to
the different sections in the declaration of
rights, none of which were adopted mater-
inlly altering the present declaration,

We regret io see so prevalent a disposi-
tion to amend almost every section of the
Constitution. The amendments called for |
by the people are few, and might be soon
disposed of, and the session brought to a
close, But so many amendments are of-
fered and discussed, that as yet, literally

time enough has elapsed for the convention
to have transacled the business called for
by the people, and gone home,

SCHOOL AND SEMINARY LANDS.

The President Jaid before the Conven.
tion a communication from Falkland H.
Martin, Superintendent
Schools, in relation to the common school
and seminary fund, in reply to a resolution
of inquiry by the Convention—with re-
gard to the amount of money which has
been received each year from the Bank of
Missouri, by way of dividend, as interest
upon the common school money belunging
to the State; and also the amount received
each year from the Bank of Missouri, by
way of dividend, as interest upon the sem-
inary fund, And also the amount each
fund would have received at 8 and ten per
cenl. per annum.

The report says :

The common school fund amounts to the
sum of 8575667 96,

The seminary fund amounts to the sum
of 8100,000.

On these two funds, dividends of various
dates and amounts have been declared, as
is fully set forth in the following table of
dividends on State school money and sem-
inary fund. The interest on these funds
have been computed from the date of in-
vestment up to the Ist of July, 18435, it
being the date of the last dividend.
